f By meeting was held Saturday night, attend- 
ed by the members of the inner circle of Chi- 
cago’s ape Tammany organization, and the 
question was discussed as to how the final in- 
structions to the Democratic judges should be 
given. It is learned on good authority a 
program: something after this manner was 
adopted: The judges are to report at Bob 
Burke’s office as early as 7:15 o’clock this 
morning and are to be instructed in blocks. 
Ine Police Department was adopted as a 
means of promulgating this confidential 
order, and in accordance with the arrange- 
ment were sent out last eveaing, together 
with ũ number of trusted City Hall empioyés. 
Five members of the Executive committee 
are to be present and receive the judges of 
election and listen to Asay’s speech and assist 
him in the matter of* explaining the details. 
After leaving Burke's office they will go di- 
rect to the Election Commissioners’ office 
and get the bailot-boxes, official ballots, and 
other election stationery. 
Delay in Republican Precincts. 
The plan of operation as near as can be 
learned is to instruct the Democratic judges 
sitting in Republican precincts not 
to show up at the polling places tomor- 
row morning until 7 o'clock. The ob- 
ject of this is to delay the voting and prevent 
men whose business requires them to be 
down-town early to become disgusted and go 
to their work, taking the chance ot being able 
to get back during the day. Itis no doubt 
figured that thousands of men will thus lose 
the opportunity of voting. In the meantime 
the Democratic workers about the polling 
place are to use their influence with the Dem- 
o2rats who have put in an appearance before 
7 o'clock, if there be any, to remain and vote. 
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. ahve out the bailote. He is to keep up 
thisquarrel as long as possible in order that 
he may still further delay the voting. This, 
of course, is also to be applied in Republican 
precincts. 


a Ballots Outside the Booths. 

Information has also been received that the 
judges will be informed that extra ballots will 
be furnished the Democratic workers about 
tha polls to be used outside the booths. While 
there has been considerable suspicion at 
Previous elections that official ballots had 
found their way irto the hands of Demo- 
cratic ward heelers it has never been 


4 positively known. It was always supposed 


these ballots were surreptitiously slipped to 
te ward healers by dishonest judges, but it 
is now believed u large number of official 
ballots, or exact counterfeits of official bal- 
lote; are in the hands of the lieutenants of the 
tax-eaters’ machine. 

In this connection a ew plan of marking 
these baliots has been discovered. Hereto- 


„tore it has been customary for the fine 
worker, whose duty it has been to purchase

President Gage has appointed the following 
joint committee from the Civic Federation 
and the non-partisan citizens’ movement to 
have general charge of all matters growing 
out of the $200 reward offered by. the 
Civic n tor the detection and 
punishmen egal voting at the polls. 
From the federation are J. W. Ela, E. B. But- 
ler, Azel F. Haten, W. A. Vincent, George E. 
Adams. Lorin C. Collins Jr. From the citi- 
zens’. movement ane E. S. Conway, A. W. 
Green, R. J. Smith, Edwin B. Smith, George 
W. Cass, John M. Clark. This committee 
will organize at once and arrgnge for attor- 
neys and all other officers necessary for a vig- 
orous prosecution of all offenders. Posters 
announemg the reward offered by the Civic 
Federation will be distributed throughout 
the city today, and will be at all the polling 
places through the city Tuesday morning. 

Another thing that has aroused public in- 
dignation is the prediction of certain poli- 
ticlans connected with the tax-eaters’ organ- 
ization that the Republicans could carry the 
county by 10,000 and still lose the election. 
The only interpretation that could be put on 
this remark was that the pins had been set to 
steal the election. 

In the Second Ward. 

The best citizens of the Second Ward pro- 
pose to repeat their organized efforts of last 
spring, when they gave Horan a taste of law 
and order, and see to it the lawless element 
shall not be permitted to get in its work at 
the polls tomorrow. Such men as John Ham- 
line, Samuel W. Allerton, D. V. Purington, W. 
R. Stirling, N. K. Fairbank, George A. Gibbs,

It is understood the same tactics will be 
adopted by the respectable citizens of all 
parties in other sections of the city where it is 
velieved efforts will be made by the City Hall 
gang to run in a lot of fraudulent votes and 
have them counted. In the Seventeenth Ward 
the Republican club has been active during 
the last few days, or since registration, in 
securing the names of parties registered who 
will be challenged if they come to the polls and 
attempt to vote. At three or four houses 
in that ward members of the club have 
discovered that from five to eight and ten 
men have registered who do not 
live in them. They learned this by inquiring 
of the women of these houses and the names 
of all such men have been taken down to be 
used tomorrow. If they or any others of 
seventy-five or more undertake to vote they 
will be arrested and lodged in jail. 

Intended for Asay’s Ears. 

The Republican Campaign committee has

He is one of those 
Grand Army chaps and he is going to sit there 
election day and challenge people’s votes, and it 
would be a good idea to arrest him for vagrancy 
early election day morning and lock him up, and 
then, of course, not appear against him. lam 
registered in the Fifth Precinct of the First 
Ward under my right name from No. 73 Jackson 
street, and also from the Twenty-first Precinct of 
the Twenty-fourth Ward under the name of J. P. 
Waelsley from No. 264 Erie street. [The registra- 
tion books from the Fifth Precinct of the First 
Wurd and Twenty-first Precinct of the Twenty- 
fourth Ward verify his statements to this effect.] 
Jack Kane and Jack Hannan, city employés, were 
with me when I registered, and they had others 
registering there also. Hannan told me to do it. 
I sleep on the North Side, and at 
the Vestibule on Van Buren street, 
taking night about. Reynolds, the prop: ietor of 
the Eureka, invited me to sleep there and said it 
would not cost me anything. I am looking after 
South Clark stréet from Van Buren street south, 
locating parties who have registered and left the 
city. I found six today, one of them being.Rob- 
ert Farley, registered in the Ninth Precinct of 
the First Ward. I am going to get men to vote 
in their places, as I have made that arrangement 
with the Democratic clerk in the Ninth Precinct 
of the First Ward. He has to furnish me the 
names of those who have left the city. Ald. Ma- 
honey and John F. O'Malley, candidate for Sena- 
tor, are both particular friends of mine. I will 
get a list of the names of those who have left the 
city from the clerk mentioned and bring them to 
you, also a list of men I will get to vote in their 
places. 

Mr. Whilton asked for compensation, but 
as the Republican party Las no need for such 
work as his it was flatly refused. A warrant 
has been sworn out for Mr. Whilton and he 


will be dealt with as he deserves. 
Trouble in the Ranks of Colonizers, 


Trouble has arisen in the ranks of a por- 
tion of the colonized Democratic voters, who 
think they are not being paid as well as they 
ought to be. As shown a few days ago the 
city is working some 300 men takmg out an 
old water-pipe that has not been in use for 
years from Sixty-eighth street, near Oak woods 
Cemetery. These men were put to work 
there by the direction of Mayor Hopkins, 
after his Street Superintendent had reported 
to him there was nothing else in sight for 
them todo. Now comes the information the 
employés of the West and North Park Com- 
missioners are working eight hours at $1.50 
a day, while the South Park employés are 
working ten hours for the same pay. There 
is dissatisfaction, therefore, among the em- 
ployés of the South Park system, and many 
of them have already indicated to the Demo- 
cratic managers they will not vote’that ticket 
straight, if they vote any of it at all. 


HOT AFTER WORKERS OF FRAUD. 


Election Commissioner Badenoch Will 
Push Second Ward Cases. 

It is probable more arrests of election offi- 
cials connected with Democratic _registration 
frauds will be made in the Second Ward to- 
day. Commissioner Badenoch is after the 
Fifth Precinct cases and will push them. 
That fraud was committed by Charles Hackett 
and T. O. Stover, the Democratic judge and 
clerk in that precinct, by attempting to drive 
a lot of voters away with suspect notices, was 
clearly shown to the board Friday afternoon. 
Stover’s testimony was a series of statements 
and contradictions from beginning to end. 
In answer toa question from Commissioner 
Schromer the fellow said he made a second 
the precinct alone, and 
in the next sentence, when Mr. 
Badenoch asked him to designate some 
house visited the second time, he 
declared he had not made the second canvass. 
When he and the Republican clerk went over 
the precinct together they agreed upon 
twenty-two suspect notices. When the night 
of revision came Stover and Hackett 
had a list of seventy-five. They 
could not explain how they happened to have 
over fifty more names than the Republican 
3 and clerk knew anything about.

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THUGS ARE AT WORK. 


GANG OF OITY HALL HEEGLERS GOM. 
MENOE THEIR DEVILTRY. 


Frank Solon and Jerry Reilly, Full of 
Whisky and Native Meanness, Indulge 
in Indecent and Outrageous Treatment 
of Harry H. Fisher, a Republican Judge 
of Electinn=Vicilence Used at His Resi- 
dence and Mr, Fisher Arrested * * 
Warrant Sworn Out by Solon. 

Driven to desperation a gang of Hopkins’ 
heelers, crazed with Democratic whisky, in- 
dulged in the wildest and most indecent orgies 
around the home of Harry H. Fisher, a Re- 
publican judge of election and a wealthy 
Board of Trade merchant, at No. 2716 Calu- 
met avenue yesterday morning. In their 
drunken revelry the Hopkins thugs kicked 
and pounded the doors of Mr. Fisher’s house 
and threatened his life. 

A new policeman was traveling the beat 
there and was unacquainted with the ways of 
the Hopkins gang. He called for the Cottage 
Grove avenue patrol wagon to suppress the 
riot. The wagon came, and the officers with 
it seeing the disturbance was led by Hopkins’ 
heelers returned to the station without at- 
tempting to interfere. It was 2 o’clock in the 
morning when the outrage occurred, and the 
whole neighborhood, including Mayor Hop- 
kins’ mother and sisters, was alarmed by the 
uproar, 

The leaders in this act of lawlessness were 
Frank Solon and Jerry Reilly, a precious pair 
in the employ of the Hopkias machine as in- 
timidators of respectable Republican voters. 

But there is a story back of the outrage. It 
began Oct. 16, fhe first day of registration, at 
No. 130 Twenty-ninth street, the polling- 
place of the Third Precinct of the Third 
Ward, Mr. Fisher was one of the judges of 
election. Everything went forward smoothly 
until Frank Solon and Jerry Reilly came iuto 
the registration booth and assaulted the Re- 
publican challenger who had a_ book of iden- 
tification. Mr. Fisher seeing the row started 
for the door, intending to call the police. Be- 
fore he could do so, however, Solon, he 
claims, seized him by the throat, choked him 
almost to unconsciousness, and threw him to 
the floor. 

Carry Out Bill Asay’s Instructions. 

The volice did not interfere, in accordance 
with instructions from Bill Asay and tke 
Mayor, notwithstanding it was shown the As- 
sault was unprovoked, that neither Solon nor 
Reilly was a resident of the precinct, and 
that both were under the influence of whisky. 
Mr. Fisher swore out warrants before Justice 
Underwood charging Solon and Reilly with 
assault and battery: Friday they were ar- 
rested and held on a continuance until Nov, 
9 in $900 bonds. Mr. Fisher declared it his 
intention to prosecute the thugs to the extent 
of the law, though friends of the lawless pair 
pleaded with him to drop the matter. 

The Reilly-Solon gang became desperate, 
They saw that unless they could intimidate 
Mr. Fisher they would be punished at the 
hands of the law. Accordingly by 2 o’clock 
yesterday morning they brought violence to 
bear upon Mr. Fisher. 

** When they first came, said Mr. Fisher 
at his home last evening, they pretended to 
have a warrent for my arrest and that they 
had an officer with them to serveit. On 
looking out of the window I saw no signs of 
an officer and knowing their desperate char- 

acter from experience I refused them admis- 
ing, in vain, that if I did not admit them they 

— kick down the door, went away. Ina 

short time they returned with a gang of eight 

or ten toughs, allof whom appeared to be 
under the influence of bad whisky. Again 
they demanded admission. Of course I knew 
it gould be as much as my life was worth to 
go out and refused. This seemed to drive 
them into a perfect frenzy. With this they 
began to kick and pound the front door and 
to curse and swear and use vile language. 

Some of them ran around the house howling 

hke a band of Comanche Indians at a war 

dance, They kicked and battered at the 
back door and raised sucha racket that the 
entire neighborhood was aroused. 

Aroused the Neighborhood. 

Ot course my wife and mother were ter- 
ribly frightened, So were the neighbors, fot 
that matter. In the midst of the méiée some 
one sent in a call through the patrol box fot 
the police at the Cottage Grove Avenue Sta- 
tion. The patrol wagon came clanging down 
the street and stopped in front of my house. 
A crowd began to gather. The police, upon 
learning there was no one in the Reilly. Solon 
gatig legally authorized to arrest me, drove 
away without attempting to interfere with the 
outrageous proceedings. After the police had 
gone the iawiess thugs continued their 
drunken orgies for a while and then went 
away, threatening to kill me if I came out.“ 

Mayor Hopkins’ mother ard sisters live in 
a heuse not far from the home of Mr. Fisher. 
When daylight came Mr. Fisher learned that 
the, modern Alexander was there and went 
over to make a complaint. The modern po- 
tentate was there, but refused to give any sat- 
isfaction beyond that of a bland smile. 

From past experience Mr. Fisher knew the 
enemy would return. He went to the home 
of Noble B. Judah of the law firm of Dupee, 
Judah & Willard,in whose hands he had 
placed his case against Reilly and Solon, for 
a consultation. Mr. Jddah told him 
to notify him at once should they at- 
tempt arrest. True to his suspicions 
a constable with a warrant called upon Mr. 
Fisher about noon, yesterday. The warrant 
was sworn out before Justice Foster, charging 
Mr. Fisher with assault and battery. Solon 
was the complainunt. 

Mr. Fisher Furnishes Bail. 

Mr. Fish er was taken to the Cottage Grov 
Avenue Staiton, when he sent for Mr. Judah. 
When that gentleman arrived he found the 
intimidators, Solon and Reilly, there. They 
were talking loud and makinga great fuss to 
have Mr. Fisher locked up. in a dungeon. 
Lieut. O’Brien was in charge of the station. 
He has been on the force a score of years and 
knows his duties better than many of Hop- 
kins’ favorites who hold a higher place on the 
department. He firmly directed Solon and 
Reilly to be quiet under penalty of arrest, and 
then went ahead with his business with Mr. 
Judah and his client. After a short talk Mr. 
Judah furnished bail for Mr. Fisher in the 
sum of $200 for his appearance in Justice 
’ Foster’s court at 9 o’clock this morning. 

Mr. Judah, referring to the affair last 
night, said he considered it an insult and out- 
rage to every respectable voter in the ward. 
There were no plug-uglies in the Third Pre. 
cinct, and the Hopkins machine had to send 
for outsiders to come in to intimidate honest 
voters for the purpose of keeping them away 
from the polls. 

As for Mr. Fisher he is thoroughly aroused. 
He says he will spend $50,000 if necessary to 
bring Solon and Reilly to justice. He iatends 
not only to prosecute them on the charge of 
assault, but will bring criminal action against 
them on the charge of making threats to kill. 
In his prosecution he has the backing of 
every respectabie resident of the ward. They 
are determined to protect their homes against 
the invasion of Hopkins hoodiums.

French Bronze Founders Play a Mean 
1 Pig al the Millionaire. . 

Ew York, Nav. 4.— —There is 
ermal gy bgt scorn patted Vanderbilt 


recently completed 
in this city. When he saw the San Giovanni 
baptistry doors in the Cathedral of Santa 
Maria del Florence, he decided to 
have a copy of them, if it = possible to 
secure them. On his return to Paris he gave 
an order toa bronze founder in that city to 
reproduce the doors: It is said the price set 
by the firm was $125,000. In the course of 
time the doors delivered and Mr. Van- 
derbilt sent them his check for the money. 
When the doors were viewed by the million- 
aire and the members of his family they 
decided there was too much gilt on 
the panels. The doors were according- 
ly shipped to Bonnard’s. bronze foundry 
here to have the desired changes made, There 
the discovery was made that the doors were 
not solid bronze. They were screwed toa 
common wooden frame and then backed with 
an exceedingly thin metal covering. The 
wood was weighted with heavy iron spikes 
driven into itso the necessary solid brorze 
weight could be obtained. When Mr. Vander- 
bilt was confronted with the true state 
of affairs he wrote to the firm in Paris 
that designed the doors, demanding an ex- 
planation, They alleged they did not con- 
tract to furnish solid bronze copies of the San 
Giovanni doors, After the deception was de- 
tected Mr. Vanderbilt sentan order for the 
doors to Bonnard, the American bronze 
worker. They are nearly completed and in a 
few weeks they will be delivered and hung. 
They will cost about $125,000, It is reported 
the discarded doors will be presented to the 
ee Museum of Art by Mr. Vander- 
bilt. 


ORANGE FREIGHT RATE WEST OUT. 


Clyde Steamship Company Is Suspected by 
the Kallroad Men, 
JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Nov. 4.—[Special. ]|— 
Transportation men are considerably excited 
today over reports that the,Clyde Steamship 
company is placing oranges in Chicago, Cin- 
cinnati, Louisville, St. Louis, and contiguous 
territory eight cents per box cheaper than by 
the all rail lines. The fruit is routed by Phila- 
delphia and New York, of gourse, which are 
the Northern terminals of the Clyde line. It 
has been openly charged the Clydes have cut 
the rate from 35 cents to 30 cents, Jackson. 
ville to New York, but the company’s officials 
here deny this and ey must be be- 
lieved. Such a cut either to Charleston. 
Philadelphia, or New York would be in viola- 
tion of the agreement made by the Southern 
Railway and Steamship Association, of which 
the Clydes are a part, If a cut has been 
made it must be through the railway lines 
running west from New York and Philadel- 
phia, which may have a private traffic ar- 
rangement with the Clydes, These are beyond 
the jurisdichon of the association. The all- 
rail solicitors are watching every box that 
goes out by the Clyde ships, and if they dis- 
cover where the cutis bemg made they will 
try to force the offenders to abandon the 
scheme. A lively freight war is imminent. 
The shipments of Vlorida oranges now ag- 
gregate 25,000 boxes per day, which is 
duuble the average of previous years for ony 
shipments. J

Found by a Policeman Alone in an Aller 
Without Clothing. 

Policeman Gallagher of the Central Station 
heard a strange sound in an alley last night 
and went to see what it was. The noise, he 
ound, issued from the chattermg teeth of 
John W. Carroll, who was wandering 
aimlessly around entirely destitute of clotb- 
ing. Policeman Gallagher was shocked 
and went for the wagon.

Tacoma to Make Complaint Certificatés 
Held East Were Once Paid, 
Tacoma, Wash., Nov. 4.—(Special.}—This 
city is about to demand, mostiy of repre- 
sentatives of Eastern investors, $212,000 in 
city warrants, alleged to have been illegally 
countersigned unpaid for lack of funds,“ 
and subsequently illegally settled by ex-City 
Treasurer George W. Boggs.

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WAZIRIS ATTACK A BRITISH ESCORT 


Many Are Killed on Both Sides Before the 
Engagement Ends. 

Lowpon, Nov, 5.—A dispatch from Quetta 
gives details of an attack yesterday morning 
by Waziri tribesmen upon the camp of the 
escort of the police officer who is engaged in 
the delimitation of the Waziristar-Punjaub 
frontier. The escort, which was under the 
command of Col. A. H. er, had been 
awaiting the onset for an hour, armed 
and accoutered. The weather was bit 
terly cold. The Waziris crept up the 
ravines past the thickets, and a 
fierce hand-to-hand encounter followed. 
The Goorhkas, who comprised the escort, be- 
haved splendidly against the superior force. 
Within a quarter of an hour the enemy broke 
and retired. The cavalry was then able to 
charge, not, however, before a heavy fire was 
poured into camp by a body of . Waziris .sup- 
porting the attacking party. The tribesmen 
were pursued several miles and 250 of them 
were killed. The British loss was Lieut, P. J, 
S. McAuley, twenty-one soldiers, and twenty- 
three followers killed, including two native 
officers, and a few officers and thirty-two men 
wounded, It is believed that the punishment 
inflicted was severe enough to deter the 
Waziris from further fighting. !

BALLOTS BY THE MILE AND TON, 


Matheinatics of the Paper to Be Used in 
the Booths. 

Five tons of paper will be carried out of 
the Election Commissioners’ uffice in the City 
Hall this morning and the burden will be di- 
vided among 806 men. It is in the form of 
election ballots to be cast tomorrow. The 
806 nfen are the precinct judges. The five 
tons reduced to pounds gives 10,000 pounds, 
and a little figuring shows each of the judges 
will trudge off with twelve pounds. The bal- 
lots printed are as follows: f

The men's ballots are eighteen inches 
by twenty-one inches, making 378 square 
inches for each ballot. The total num- 
ber of square inches. in all the men’s bal- 
lots is 284,471,800. Reduced to square feet 
the number of inches amounts to 1,975,037 
square feet. The ballots laid side by side 
lengthwise would stretch out for 288 miles, 
or to St. Louis and some miles beyond. 
ballots would paper the two sides and ceilin 
of a room thirty feet wide by nine feet hig 
and four miles long. The women’s bullots 
would extend fifty miles laid side by side. 
Putting the transportation at the minimum 
price of 10 cents for the round trip for each 
of the judges the distribution of these ballots 
will net the street-car and other transporta- 
tion companies $80.90. Ihe total weight of 
ali the ballots is seven tons. A large number 
are, however, kept in reserve by the Election 
Commissioners in case of emergency.

HOW TO RECEIVE AND DEPOSIT BALLOTS. 


Each clerk shall enter in regular succession in 
his poll the name of every voter. voter 
hands his ballot to one of the Tedana who shall 
put it into the ballot box in the presence of tho 
voter and election officers.

If challenged, cause must be shown by the 
challenger, wherenpon the person challenged 
shall be oxamined under oath by the judges and 
challenger. If a mbhjority of the judges deem 
such person entitled to vote his ballot shall be 
received ; if not he can by proper affidavit of him- 
self and another registered voter in the same 
precinet establish his right to vote, provided he 
is registered as a qualified voter. 

CHANGING RESIDENCE IN THE SAME PRECINCT. 


If a voter remove from one place to another in 
the same precinct such person cannot vote unless 
he shail make oath before one of the judges that 
he is the identical person whose name appears 
upon the registers (though it be erased) as hav- 
ing been registered from some other place in 
such precinct, and unless such statement shall be 
verified two houstholders residing in such 
precinct t he is the identical person so regis- 
tered from such other place in the precinct, 
whereupon such judges shall receive his vote. 

PENALTY FOR DELAYING VOTRE. 


Any judge of election or poll clerk who shall 
willfully cause any unnecessary delay in receiv- 
ing the ballot of any voter, or in entering the 
name of such voter upon the poll books, or who 
shall refuse to receive such ballot, as required 
by law, shall be de@med and held to be guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and will be punished according 
to law. 

ELECTIONEERING AT POLLS PROHIBITED, 


It is the duty of the jndgesto prevent any per- 
son whatsoever from doing any 3 or 
soliciting of votes on election day within 100 
feet of the polling place. 

VOTERS WHO BECOME NATURALIZED AFTRR REGIS- 
TRATION, 

If a voter is registered asa “qualified voter,” 
„if naturalized,” and has procured his naturall- 
zation papers before he offers to vote, he shall be 
allowed to voto. 

CHALLENGERS. 

Every political party may be ropresented by 
two duly authorized or vouched for challengers ; 
one of them inside the guard rail to remain dur- 
ing the canvass of the votes until the returns are 
duly made, the otheg placed convenientiy ont- 
side, but not in the way of the voters. 
But neither challengers nor watchers can be per- 
mitted to have any vote in 8 questions 
submitted to the judges of election. © decision 
of a majority of the judges in oach polling place 
rules.

There 
has been a gradual broadening of the scope 
of instruction, though as yet the scientific 
largeiy predominates over the classical. It is 
in the College of Engineering and in the Col- 
lege of Science the institution has made its 
best record. But outside the professional 
schools of law and medicine all other univer- 
sity courses are taught. The work is classi- 
fied into eolieges. The College of Agricui- 
ture offers a four years’ course and aims to 
give a liberal and practical education, pre- 
parmg students to be intelligent and success- 
ful farmers or horticulturists. The College 
of Engineering offers four-year courses in 
mechanical engineering, electrical engineer- 
ing, civil engineering, municipal and sanitary 
engineering, architectural engineering, and a 
course in the study of architecture, riends 
of the university take a great deal of pridein 
the character of thorough work done in the 
College of Engineering. The equipment for 
the work is highly praised. 

The College of Science includes four-year 
courses in natural science, chemical science, 
and the science of philosophy. 

The College vf Literature has been given a 
healthy impetus. It includes courses in art 
and design, economics, English literature, 
German, Greek, Latin, mathematics, oral 
rhetoric, pedagogy, philosophy. and the Ro- 
mance languages—lItualian, Spanish, and 
French, 

There is also a school of physical culture 
and a military school with six com panies. 

The library is a good one. The favorite 
courses, as shown by the number of students 
in each, are mechanical engineering, electrical 
engineering, civil engineering, architecture, 
English, and modern languages. 

Aboutthe Board of Trustees. 


The Board of Trustees consists of twelve 
members; nine are elected by the people and 
the other three are ex-officio members. They 
include the Governor of the State, the Presi- 
dent of the State Board of Agriculture, and 
the Superintendent of Public Instruction. As 
the board is now constituted, six of the elec- 
tive members are Democrats and three Re- 
publicans. The President of the State Board 
of Agriculture, David Gore, is also a Repub- 
lican. The Trustees serve a term of six years, 
three being elected every two years. The 
trustees whose terms expire next year are Re- 
publicans, being Francis McKay of Chicago, 
Alexander McLean of Macomb, and Samuel 
A. Bullard of Sprmgfield. The full board is 
as follows: ;

An adjouroment sine die left matters in 
bad shape, but in a few weeks an- 
other convention was held and Hemenway, 
by superior political sagacity, captured the 
nomination. The Republicans say there is 
no trace of bad feeling, and that Twineham 
ana Posey have been domg all that lay in 
their power for his success. There is no trace 
of any other reason why Hemenway should 
not receive the full Republican vote. There 
is reason to believe he will receive Demo- 
cratic votes, especially in Evansville, of busi- 
ness-men and wage-earners in many in- 
dustries of that city. This direct aid, together 
with the consequent assistance of stay-at- 
home Democrats, ought to elect him by from 
700 to 1,000 plurality. 
In the Vincennes District. 
North of the Evansville District is the Vin- 
cennes District, the largest in area in the 
State, with the possible exception of the 
Tenth, which J. L. Bretz of Dubois County 
carried in 1892 by 1,968 plurality over D. 
M. . . M. W. Akerman 
(Pop.), and Hooper (Pro.). A. M. 
Hardy of Daviess County is the Republican 
candidate this year. There is no doubt that 


Bretz will poll a vote equal to 
that cast for any other candidate on 
his ticket. Hardy is not likely 


to run ahead of his own ticket by receiving 
votes of Populists or Prohibitionists. In 
1892 the former cast 3.000 and the latter 
500 votes. With the exception of the 800 
miners in Daviess, Green, and Knox counties, 
there is no industrial vote. The miners who 
ave 90 per cent of their vote in 1892 to the 
‘Democrats will, perhups, give 50 per cent to 
the Populist candidate, ‘Prof. Riggins, a 
school teacher of Daviess County. nis is a 
conservative Democratic district and not 
given to floppmg. It is an agricultural dis- 
trict where the old-fashioned fair is the event 
of the year and the agriculturists are con- 
tented this year. Perhaps if an election had 
been held two months ago there would have 
beon a big enough tidal wave to have washed 
away the long standing Democratic plurality 
in this district. It is not probable now. 


In the Terre Haute Dia«trict. 


lf any one could tell how bg will be the 
Populist vote in this, the Terre Haute Dis- 
trict. he could tell to a certainty whether or 
not George W. Ferris, the young Republican 
lawyer of this city, will defeat Congressman 
Brovkshire, who was elected in 1892 by 
1,672 plurality. Scott Carpenter was then 
the Republican candidate, J. T. Phillips the 
Populist, and J. L. Shields Prohibitionist. 
Phillips received 2,328 and Shields 830 
votes. While Feris may receive some Demo- 
cratic votes on the tariff issue the Democrats 
who are disaffected on that issue are of a class 
who will vote for Rankin, the Populist candi- 
date, not because he is a protectionist but 
because they are of the industrial class who 
are sore at both the old parties. There 
are 8,000 miners ia the district, nearly all of 
whom voted the Democratic ticket in 1892. 
In their miners’ conventions they have 
adopted resolutions to vote the Populist 
ticket. The question is as to how 
many will do so. They have been 
attending Populist meetings in large num- 
bers, even up to this week. his much may 
be said for their good will for Faris, however: 
They have listened to his speeches when they 
wouid not listen to Brookshire. The railroad 
vote also is to be estimated in the same duubt- 
ful way. wage-earners who voted for 
Cleveland and Brookshire in 1892 resented 
the idea that they were voting against prote® 
tion. Since then the Congressman has gone 
on record as an ultra free-trader, and they are 
more or less disgusted with him. His strength 
is at the cross- roads. He is of the caliber to 
mix naturally with the people who care more 
for personal acquaintance with their Con- 
gressman than for the tariff. He is for free 
silver, and for that reason the rank and 
file of his party, in city and country, iike him. 
A Faris estimate of the piuralities in the 
counties in the district is as follows: Faris— 
Fountain 100, Montgomery 100, Parke 600, 
Vermiliont 400, Clay 100, Vigo 500; total, 
1,800.. Brookshire— Sullivan 1,000, This 
would give Faris a plurality of 800. He will 
probabiy run behind in thie, his home county, 

but if he shouid not his plurality will be 1,000 
or 1,200.

INOREASE SMALL IN FIVE YEARS 


French Growth of Population Practically 
at a Standstill, 
Westminster Gazette: Those who are so 
deeply concerned about the tardy increase of 
the French population will not beable to ex- 
tract much comfort from the 800 pages of 
statistics just issued by the office du travail, 
in which the results of the census of 1891 are 
ably and carefully summarized. .In_ the five 
years trom 1886 to 1891 the total popuia- 
tion of nearly 40,000,000 has increased by 
only 124,289. This is the smallest increase 
during any similar period since the beginning 
of the century. Its significance will be seen 
when it is compared with the increase of 
645.037 in the years 1846.51, and that of 
802,867 in 1872-76. But the manner in 


which the repurtition of the population has 
taken place in the period of 1 91 is still

tion remained almost stationary, but 
movement from the rural districts into. the 
towns has been enormously accelerated. 
Paris and the Department of the Seine, for 
example, have undergone an inerease of 
180,506, while the population of Marseilies 
has been augmented by 27,606. The net 
result of this movement in the five years is 
that the urban population has increased by 
340,396, against the total increase for the 
whole of France of only 124,289. 

In 1861 the population of the French towns 
numbering over 10,000 inhabitants was 
6.298,637, or seventeen-hundredths of the 
entire French population. In 1891 the cor. 
responding figure increased to 9,236,218, or 
twenty-four-hundredths of the total popula- 
tion at present. In thirty years, there. 
fore, seveu-hundredths of the total popula- 
tion have been drained away from the smaller 
towns and the rural districts by the urban 
centers.

“TWO STICKS” LAUGHS AT DEATH, 


Indian Sentenced for Murder Glad to Die 
for His People. 

Deapwoop, S. D., Nov. 3. [Special Corre- 

spondence,]—When sentence was passed on 

“Two Sticks the court-room was packed, 


and when the presiding Judge expressed his 
belief that all four Indian murderers should 
be hung the people cheered, and the United 
States Marshal was called upon to preserve 
order. “Red Elk,” commonly known as 
„Two Sticks (since his crippied condition 
has compelied him to walk on crutches), the 
first. df all his race to feel the heavy hand of 
the invader” will be hung Christmas week 
for the cold-blooded murder of a 16-year-old 
white boy. Throughout the trial “Two 
Sticks has seemed amused at the proceed- 
ings, and has felt sure of being acguitted. 
They did not bang Crow Dog, he argued, so 
they couldn't hang him. Crow Dog was the 
first Indian ever tried in Dakota courts. He 
was on trial here in 1882 for the murder of 
Spotted Tail, a chief of the Sioux tribe, and 
was found guilty. But the case wus appealed 
to the Supreme Court of the United States by 
Crow Dog’s attorney, known to the Indians 
as the little man with the big voice,“ and 
now Judge of this judicial district, and in the 
Supreme Court the Indian was acquitted, 
„Two Sticks is not popular, even among 
hisown people. He isa bad Indian, accord- 
ing to their story. He was with Rain-in-the- 
Face at the Custer massacre; he was at 
Wounded Knee, where one of his sons was 
„killed with grub in his mouth”; wherever 
the Indian wars have been most barbarous 
and bloody, wherever the innate cruelty and 
treachery of the red man has been most maai- 
fest, there Two Sticks has been in the 


| midet of it. His hatred of the white man ‘is 


bitter and intense. 

„Two Sticks” received both verdict and 
sentence with absolute indifference. When 
asked by the Judge whether he had anything 
to say he replied without any show of feeling 
or interest in the matter: I am an old man, 
but have a brave heat and am not afraid to 
die; but if lam to die I think it would be 
proper for me to see my relatives. I am an 
old man and would rather die rightaway now, 
for then I will not suffer any more. do not 
consider myself doing anything very impor- 
sant towards the whites, but even for that I 
am to be executed and I am g.ad that I am to 
be executed for my people.” Then he 
laughed as though the whole thing were to 
him a huge joke.. At last accounts he was 
ainging in the jail. 7

SMOKE AS A MEANS OF DEFENSE, 


Uncle Sam's Warships May Utilize the In- 
vention of a Chicagoan. —_ 

It is possible a Chicagoan’s invention, in- 
tended to prevent the smoke nuisance so prev- 
alent in large cities, will be adopted by. the 
United States navy asa means of defense. 
Drawings have heen sent by Chief Engineer 
Melville of the navy to the representatives of 
the firm at Chicago to ascertain whether or 
not the down-draft furnaces used as a smoke 
preventive where soft coal is burned can be 
successfuily operated on cruisera belenging to 
the United States. If it can be shown to be 
of practical benefit in preventing the enemy 
from following the course of a steamer by 
means of the long black cloud of smoke usu- 
ally in the wake of vessels using this sort of 
coal an important point will be gained in 
strategical operations. In the event of a 
favorable report being made on the proposi- 
tion Congress will be urged at its next ses- 
sion to make the necessary provision for 
placing this new system of furnaces aboard 
the United States cruisers. There has been 
some question hitherto whether such machin- 
ery could be adapted to marine boilers, and 
just how far this can be done with practical 
benefits will be the subject of proposed tests 
and investigations.

Have Made Arrangements for the Use 


French Budget committee has recommend 

a government appropriation of 100,000 
francs for the purchase of serum to be dis- 
tributed among the hospitals of France, 
Berlin has taken steps to obtain.a supply for 
all its hospitals, while in Vienna, Dresden, 
and other Continental cities the treatment 
has already been adopted, In New York, too, 
the remedy will soon be in use, Health Com- 
missioner Dr. Cyrus Edson having declared 
hie belief that it is the most remarkable dis- 
covery on record in therapeutic medicine. 


Prof. Behring began in 1890 the experi- 
ments that resulted in his discovery. He isa 
disciple of Prof. Koch, whose experiments 
with lymph for the cure of consumption at- 
tracted the atteutior of the whole world a few 
years ago. Prof. Loffler, another disciple of 
Koch, bad already discovered the bacillus 
that produces diphtneria, and an army of in- 
vestigators was at work upon the line of in- 
quiry previously followed by Pasteur, 
trying to turn the discovery to practical 
use. Pasteur’s inoculation method was based 
upon the theory that the bacteria must be 
weakened before being introduced into the 
blood, as otherwise death and not immunity 
from the disease would ensue, The investi- 
gators of the diphtheria bacillus only euc- 
ceeded in elucidating that not only the bacilli 
themselves produced the malady, but that the 
liquid in which they have been cultivated has 
the same effect even though it contained not 
a single animalcule. This discovery was 
made by Dr. Roux of Paris, Taking it as a 
starting point, Prof. Behring began the series 
of experiments that led to this great achieve- 
ment, f 

Instead of leveling his attack against the 
bacteria he decided to leave them in peace, 
and to paralyze their action by rendering the 
soil which they work barren, by impartimg to 
the blood qualities which would render them 
innocuous. According to the theory of pre- 
disposition to disease, upon which much light 
has been thrown by Dr. Wasserman of Ber- 
lin, not only are the bacteria not abso- 
lutely necessary for the production of 
the disease, but their presence is by 
no means a proof it exists. 
Numbers of perfectly healthy persons have 
been found to have diphthe bacteria in 
their blood without suffering any inconven- 
ience. What is the explanatior of this curious 
fact? Simply that chey also possess in their 
blood the antidote to the poison. Now, this 
immunity is not inborn, inherited. It is 
— pam and is therefore a characteristic of 
old people to a much greater extent than of 
the young. To confer it by artificial means 
was therefore the problem to be solved. 

Prof. Behring’s first experiments were 
made on guinea pigs. He found the 
poisonous virus, if injected into the blood in 
small quantities, is harmless. Then he tried 
the effect of gradually increasing the doses, 
with the same result, and at last he injected 
bacteria enough to kili a number vf uninocu- 
lated animals into one guinea pig. and it-re- 
mained as healthy and brisk as before. Prof. 
Behring then advanced a step further, and 
discovered that, as bacteria are not necessary 
to cause the disease, neither are they needed 
in order to render the organism proof against 
it. As the infection may lie in the fluid in 
which they were cultivated, so the antidote 
may be sought for in the blood of the animal 
inoculated, and he found by experiment that 
such is the case, and that the element of the 
blood which can thus render an organism 
oe proof is the serum. 

peaking loosely, the serum is the trans- 
parent part of the blood. Put some drops of 
blood on a saucer, and in a very short time 
they coagulate; that is, it assumes the appear- 
ance of amass of jelly. on the surface of 
which drops of a yellowish watery fluid are 
visible, a red,semi-solid mass lying under- 
neath. This latter is called the clot, and the 
former is the serum, and in this serum Prof. 
Behring has discovered the means of defend- 
ing mankind from the further ravages of 
diphtheria. He poured into a bowl a quan- 
tity of serum taken from the blood of an 
inoculated animal, and found that the diph- 
theria poison, if mixed with it, became per- 
fectly innocuous. If that mixture be injected 
under the skin, the organism is not only not 
deleteriousiy affected thereby, but is ren- 
de:ed secure against the future attacks of the 
malady. 

Another series of experiments left no doubt 
in Prof. Behring’s mind that Pasteur’s notion 
that the efficacy of the inoculation depended 
on its being wedkened was erroneous, It is a 
question of quantity and peewee g more, Every 
infectious disease leaves behind corpuscles in 
the blood which protect the patient from a 
new attack; and this fact opens outa wide 
perspective to contemporary and future medi- 
cine. Thenextand last step was to — the 
efficacy of serum on human beings, and the 
result of the appiication confirmed the pro- 
fessor’s wildest 3 

Prof. Ehrlich in Berlin took the matter up 
with vigor, and, having first verified Behring’s 
observations by inoculating animals suffer- 
ing trom diphtheria, treated human patients 
exactly in the same way. Of the difficulties 
he had to contend with at the first the chief 
was that of obtaining the serum in sufficiently 
large quantities.

In five hospitals 
in Berlin diphtheria has beea treated with 
serum and the results are as follows: First 
of all, and by way of a standard by which to 
gauge their significance, Prof. Ehriich men- 
tions that seventy-two casesof the malady 
having been treated by the usual methods 
twenty-five ended fatally. Then come sev- 
enty-eight diphtheria patients, who, during 
the first forty-eight hours of their illness, had 
serum injected into their blood, and of these 
only two died. 

e conciusion to which this significant 
fact points is that the newly discovered 
remedy, if applied at an early stage of the in- 
fection, is practically ah infallibie cure, In 
two other hospitals of the same city (the 
Charité and Elizabeth’s Hospital) there were 
twelve deaths out of eighty-nine patients, a 
result which will appear still more encourag- 
ing when it is stated that of these twelve 
seven belonged to the most malignant kind 
of diphtheria known, so malignant that there 
was no hope of recovery from the very first. 
The appl.cation of serum was in all the other 
cases immediately followed by a notable fall- 
ing off of the temperature and a perfectly 
norma! pulse. When the patient was treated 
without loss of time one day was enough to 
remove all the main symptons of the maiady, 
and the dangers that usuaily make themselves 
felt during the period of convalescence are 
minimized to a wonderful extent. 

Serum is absolutely innocuous, even in 
large quantities; the — inconvenience it 
can cause isarash or efflorescence on the 
skin, such as might be caused by the sting of 
a nettle, and is generally produced by trans- 
fusion of blood, and which disappears without 
eaving any traces. The quantity needed for 
njection during the malady is a dose of about 
en cubic centineters, which at present costs 
$1.25. One injection suffices in a great ma- 
jority of cases. Now the important point, as 

*rof. Ehrlich points out, is to provide serum 
in sufficient quantities at acost which will 
put it within the reach of the rest classes, 
and this can be done only by Stute. 

At present horses are used for the purpose. 
They are inoculated with the diphtheria poi- 
son in gradually increasing doses, and are 
weighed after each injection. If they lose 
weight the inoculation is stopped until they 
have regained what they lost, and then the 
process ia resumed and continued until they 
are capable of assimilating large doses of the 
virus. Then their serum is ready for use. A 
vein is opened and about two pounds’ weight 
of blood -let, after which are well 
fed, until prone - — * 1 can 
spare another cou of pounds o ood, 
from which the serum is extracted in the same 
manner. The animals suffer no serious incon- 
venience from this frequent blood letting, for

Gov. Jackson Puts the G. O. F. Piurality 
‘ 20,000 Higher than That. 
Des Mos, la., Nov, 4.—[Special,]— 
Chairman Blythe of the Republican commuit- 
tee said today the closing reports received 
from each of the counties indicate there will 
be a heavy Republican vote polled in nearly 
all sections of Iowa and that the majority for 
the Republican ticket will exceed the expecta- 
tions of the comchittee rather than fall below 
them. The committee looks for at least 50, 
000 plurality. Gov. Jackson, who has been 
making a thorough canvass of the State, puts 
it at 70,000 or over. Secretary McFariand 
and ‘Treasurer Beeson figure it at 
60.000. Senator-elect Gear also thinks 60, 
000 is about the right figure. The State 
never has been better organized than it is 
now. Chairman Blythe . over 23,000 
county and school district committeemen with 
whom he has been in close communication. 
Under the auspices of the Central committee 
there have been 984 meetings held, to say 
nothing of the meetings at county school 
houses under the charge of county commit- 
tees. Dr. E. R. Hutchins, who has charge of 
the committee oratorial bureau, reports that 
meetings were never so well attended before 
or so much enthusiasm manifested. 
The Democrats have done little in the way 
of speeches, and aside from ex-Gov. Boies 
have had no speakersof more than local 
reputationin the field. The campaign has 
been uneventful, there having been thus far 
nothing in the way of surprises, and there have 
been no attempts at mudslinging. While the 
Prohibitionists and Populists have tickets in 
the field their efforts have been directed 
mostly towards aiding in the election of Pop- 
ulist candidates for Congress in districts 
where the Democrats and Populists have 
fused.

They aiso claim Sam Clark will be defeated 
in the First. This morning the statement was 
made by the Democratic committee that re- 
ports had been received from Dubuque and 
other points in the Third District which war- 
ranted them in claim/ng the election of Bash- 
or. The Republicans are not at all alarmed 
by these reports and telegrams from the Third 
District state that Headerson’s election is cer- 
tain by the largest majority he ever has re- 
ceived. Reports received from the Ninth to- 
day state that Gen. Weaver has failed thus 
far to secure the solid vote of the railway men 
of that district, and the Central commit- 
tee predicts the reélection of Hager by 
at least 1,000 majority. The reports which 
come from the Second District confirm 
committee in the belief there is more than an 
even chance for the defeat of Hayes and the 
election of Curtis. It is now believed both 
Jackson and Iowa Gounties, which have been 
considered doubtful, will give small majori- 
ties for Curtis.

appear as the speciul champion of the Roman 
Catholic Church, as outlined by a public 
statement made by the Paulist Father, the 
Rev. Alfred Young. This statement is to the 
effect that be (Young), although hitherto a 
Republican, feels compelled to vote the 
etraight Democratic ticket, and that in his 
opinion 70,000 other Catholic Republicaus 
will do the same, upon the alleged grounds

the same Archbishop Ireland promptly re- 
bukes this slanderer and speaks out boldly 
and earnestly in the interests of the church. 
He depr ecates the introduction of the religious 
question into the political issues, and denies 
that the Republican party has sustained the 
A. P. A. movement or brought upon itself 
any responsibility for its existence or its 
workings. He notifies this silly, timoroua 
priest that it would be an interesting task to 
balance the accounts of the Republican and 
Democratic parties on the anti-Catholic big- 
otry of their members, and calls his attention 
to the following bits of history: 

Certain it ia that some of the most ferocious 
outbreaks of * Know-Nothing” barbarism oc- 
curred in Democratic cities and States. Know- 
Nothing tickets polled a much larger per cent 
af State votes in Democratic Virginia and Mary- 
land than in the Rapublican States of the North 
and the West. While New Hampshim was a 
Democratic State the Constitution refased to 
Catholics the right to hold office. So soon as it 
became a Republican State the Constitution in 
this regard was amended. In more recent years 
in the State of New York a Catholic, Francis 
Kernan, who had been nominated for the Gov- 
ernorship on the Democratic ticket, was slaugh- 
tered at the polis by the anti-Catholjc bigots in 
the party. A Catholic, W. R. Grace, running for 
Mayor in New York City, found himself cat down 
toasmall majority by bigoted Democratic vot- 
ers. As the reverse, when a Catholic, Carr, sought 
the Secrotaryship of State on the Republican 
ticket his fellow-Republicaas proved loyal to 


him. 
The Archbishop closes his statement with 


announcing to members of the church that if 
they introduce religion into politics it will be 
disastrous to the church, that those members 
who have raised the clamor of religious war 
are decidediy wrong, and that the church 
allied to one political party is narrowed in 
her influence, dragged down from her high 
pedestal of universal teacher and guide, and 
exposed to meet the hatrea and opposition of 
other parties. She courts ruin to herself by 
identifying her power and interests witha 
portion of the population. She has suffered 
too much in the past from the supposed pro- 
tectorship which the Democratic party pre- 
tended to exercise over her. Of late she has 
been enfranchising herself from that slavery 
and there must be noreturn to it.“ As the 
last word of this memorabie statement the 
Archbishop gives church members of his 
faith the following sound advice: 

I have no mission to give Catholics political 
counsel. In politics priests and laymen stand on 
the same ground as citizens, and they vote as the 
judgment of each one dictates. I can only bid 
them to vote with intelligence, sincerity, honesty, 
and fearlessness the Democratic ticket if they 
deem it the better one for the country, or the Re- 
publican ticket if this seems the better. But I 
can counsel them, as I do, to allow no cry of ro- 
ligious bigotry to sway them, to be moved by no 
sectional bh&tred, to give credence to no vain ru- 
mors and accusauons. If there are men who drag 
religion into politics, let it not be the Catholics, 
who, even under penalty of some sacrifice, must 
give to the country the highest example of ex- 
alted citizenship and of politics utterly free from 
religious bias. Ine peace and prosperity demand 
this of all her citizens. 

Archbishop Ireland wili receive the warm 
commendation of liberal, thinking men of 
all parties for his conservative, wise, and pa- 
triotic utterances and for the dignified rebuke 
he has administered to this narrow-minded 
Paulist Father who has succumbed to the 
wiles of Tammany. The Archbishop’s coun- 
sel is safe and correct. The Roman Catholic 
Church, like every other church, should keep 
itself out of politics. If it goes into it it will 
suffer as the Archbishop predicts. The only 
safe course for it to pursue is to divide upon 
politics as mem bers of other churches do and 
not identify iteelf as a church with any polit- 
ical party. 85 

MACVEAGH’S FREE TRADE. 

The junior Democratic organ makes a last 
appeal for its free trade candidate, Mac Veagh. 
It commends the canvass he has made in the 
interest of free trade and the forty little 
speeches he has made to little audiences in 


behalf of what he calls tariff reform,“ but 
which the maimed industries of the country i 


show is tariff destruction. Tae Tun is 
not unwilling to give Mr. MacVeagh creait for 
the consistency he has shown, even though it 
has been exhibited in a bad cause, He has 
not faltered in the defense of his opinions. 
He has not concealed anything. There was a 
time when he was a Republican. From the 
principles of that party he learned that hon- 
esty in expression is the best policy and that 
much of Republicanism, at least, he has re- 
tained, 

But, while educated in the Republican 
party, Mr. MacVeagh did not learn there the 
dangerous free trade heresies which he advo- 
cates. He must have gone tosome academy 
where a professor of the same intellectual 
stamp as Chairman Wilson, who once was 
professor in a West Virginia boys’ school, 
taught Mr. MacVeagh the doctrines of Cal 
houn instead of those of Henry Clay. Some- 
how or other there was a kink in his early 
education by which he got all wrong on the 
tariff question. Instead of seeing the wisdom 
of protection for competing goods and free 
trade with reciprocity for non-competing 
goods, he got the thing “ all turned round.” 

„As the twig is bent so is the tree inclined,” 
and the twig MacVeagh never got straight- 
ened. As years went by, and he chose a busi- 
ness occupation for his own energies, he se- 
lected one which unfortunately confirmed the 
wrong bent of his education. He chose a 
business the profits of which are increased by 
the adoption of the policy he had been taught 
to view with favor. He saw that that policy 
added to the value of the stocks of goods he 
might have on band. He saw that increased 
duties on non-competing goods meant an ad- 
dition to the value of all the tea, coffee, 
spices, Ste., in his warehouse. That is as 
plain to him now as it was when he set out in 
business. If anything it i ‘plainer, because he 
has larger stocks of the-? goods now than he

The Civie Federation, an organiza- 
tion composed of some of the best and most 
public spirited men and women of Chicago, 
wants to see what it can do to expose rascality 
in the municipal government, and that is 
why the Democrats are 20 anxious for the de- 
feat of the Republican candidate for Sheriff, 
because then they could reform the grand 
jury system and elect a majority of the 
County Board. They want what they call a 
reform of grand jury methods,” with s- 
formers’ in charge of the grand juries of this 
county, which, under their management, 
rarely would investigate and never would in- 
dict. With the control of the grand juries 
vested in Démocratice hands the people would 
be stolen blind. | 

_Supposing the people were to voie tomor- 
row to issue four million dotlars in county 
bonds, and supposing that a.corrupt County 
Board were elected, with the result that the 
greater part of that four million dollars will be 
stolen. How could indictments be procured, 
against the thieves if the entire machinery of 
justice were in the hands of the boss? He 
would give orders not to indict, and that 
would be the end of the matter. There then 
would be no weak spot in the strong zanks of 
rascality where honest men could break 
through and bring the scoundrels to justice.

strlke. Marauding bands marched in broad 
daylight up and down the levee, hunting their 
victims and shooting down those they found 
at work, while the police lookedin another 
direction to avold seeing the murder com- 
mitted.” The trouble was renewed Monday. 
No one was hurt, but there was a great deal 
of shooting, and preparations were being 
wade for a still more bitter and bloody strug- 
gle. ‘*According to the Mayor there was 
nothing the matter. He had heard some wild 
rumors, but there was nothmg in them, and 
peace and quiet reigned on the levee,” 

The trouble seems to be one between the 
white and colored workers. The whites re- 
fused to work with their dark-skinned com- 
petitors and attacked them. Of course the 
cry was raised that the “niggers” were 
armed, but there is no proof that this was 
true. It probebly was only a pretext for the 
whites to shoot, which they did, while the 
others ran away. It is strange that nothing 
in relation to the riot has been sent to the 
Chicago papers, and the continued absence 
of such news may indicate that the murderous 
scenes of a week ago have not been repeated. 
Surely if the rioting had been kept up an ap- 
peal would have been made to Gov. Foster, 
who acted promptly in breakmg the back. 
bone of the strike in 1892, or that in case of 
his failure to act word would have been sent 
to the administration at Washington, with the 
result of an order by President Cleveland to 
move troops to the scene of the riot.

Sr, Perenssurc, Nov, 5.—The casket in 
which the Czar will be placed has been dis- 
patched to Bivadia by special train. It is of 
metal incased in oak. The exterior is cov-

arms, with massive gold tassels hanging from 
the four upper corners. There are gilt feet at 
the under corners upon which it stands. The 
inside is lined with white satin padded with 
down, It was placed in the train inclosed in 
a polished wooden case. A large number of 
court officials and servants started for Livadia 
today. They took with them the imperial 
mantle, a golden pall trimmed with ermine, 
catafalque cushions, and tabourets on which 
to bear the numerous crowns of the Czar and 
the imperial decorations. 

The Emperor's manifesto issued upon his 
accession is held here to promise a milder 
and less autocratic reign.

Omar N icholas has conferred the decoration 
of the Order of St. Anne in diamonds on Prof. 
Leyden, the German physician who attended 
the late Czar. Prof. Leyden has started on 
his return to Germany. 

Princess Alix was received into the ortho- 
dox church Friday. The ceremony took place 
in the chapel of the imperial palace. She re- 
ceiyed the title of Grand Duchess, in Russian, 
Blagovernaja Velikaja Koagina. After the 
ceremony of confession she received the 
orthodox sacrament. 

The ritual observed required no denuncia- 
tion of her former faith. The priest merely 
asked the Princess to express her belief in 
the trinity and then to repeat the dogmas 
of the orthodox faith. She did so, and 
was then led by a priest into the 
church and up toa table on which were ves- 
sels containing ccnsecrated oil. In the mea 
time a choir was singing pealms. The 
Princess knelt before the table. After the 
offering of prayers and singing of hymns the 
priest said : 

Arise, my beloved; arise in the fear of God. 

The Princess stood up and said: 

I vow to remain steadfast in the orthodox 
Catholic Church to my last breath, I vow that 1 
acknowledge this faith and rejoice in obeying its 
laws. As 6 sign of this sincere vow, which 

comes from my heart, 1 kiss the cross of the Sav- 
ior. Amen. 

Then she knelt and the priest gave absolu- 
tion. After numerous hymns and prayers, in 
which all the members of the Czar’s family 
were named, the priest anointed the Princess 
with consecration oil on the temples, eyes, nose, 
lips. ears, hands, and feet. Afterward he 
touched these parts with a sponge dipped in 
holy water. He then proclaimed the Princess 
a lawful convert to the Russian Orthodox 
Church and exhorted those present to pray 
for her. 

It is now said Grand Duke Alexis Michael- 
avitch, a cousin of the Czar, who some years 
ago was disgraced and banished to Caucasus, 
was not refused permission to see the lute 
Czar, as it was said at the time, 
to receive his forgiveness. The 
Grand Duke is suffering with consumption, 
and when he arrived he was too iil to land 
frum the steamer on which he was traveling.

Borus Nurok, Brother-in-Law of Russian 
Figqence Minister, Reaches America. 
Nuw Lonx, Nov. 4 —Among the passengers 
who came over on the French liner La Bour- 
gogne, which arrived early this morning, was 
Borus Nurok, brother-in-law of M. Serge Witte. 
the present Russian Minister of Finance. 
Mr. Nurok first learned of the death of Czar 
Alexander III. at quarantine, “We had 
been expecting the late Czar’s death for so 
long,“ said he, “I was not surprised by the 
news, I’ve been away from Russia six months. 
I was with my brother-in-law, M. Witte, in 
Gries-by-Botzen, a health resort in the Tyrol, 
a month ago, when Mr. Witte was recalled to 
St. Petersburg for consultation by the Czar, 
with whom he was a great favorite.

TEARS FOR DEAD, JOY FOR THE NEW 


Chicago Russians Mourn Alexander III. 
and Greet Nicholas II. 

Czar Alexander's death and the accession of 
the young Czar Nicholas were made the oc- 
casion of solemn services yesterday morning 
at the Russian Orthodox: Church of St. 
Viadimir, Center avenue and Madison street. 
All the Consuis of foreign nations in Chicago, 
Gen, Nelson A, Miles and his entire staff, all 
the Russian-American residents in Chicago, 
many Servians and Slavoniansof the Austro- 
Hungarian provinces, and a considerable 
numberof Russian Jews were present at the 
ceremonies, and the little church was crowded 
to the utmost. The service was the high 
mass of the Oriental church, chanted in the 
ancient Slavonic language. It began at 10 
o’clock and lasted three hours. In addition 
to the usual ceremonies of Sunday and high 
festival celebrations the special features of 
the day were the requiem mass for the 
repose of the soul of the dead Emperor and 
prayers for the prosperity and happiness of his 
successor and of the Russian Empire. In the 
same prayers a benediction was besought also 
for the President and the Government of the 
United States and for the American people. 

During the long service the entire congre- 
gation stood, except at the more solemn parts, 
when all knelt who could find room to do so, 
but, owing to the denseness of the crowd, few 
were able to obtain the necessary space to 
kneel. The church was draped with black 
bannerets and streamers, each of which bore 
a cross in silver paper, and a profusion of wax 
lighta were used, There was no instrumental 
music.

THE OURSE OF THE ROMANOFFS. 


Baron von Humboldt’s Prophecy Regard- 
ing Nicholas of Russia. 
Washington Post: James Russell Lowell 
used to tell this story to intimate friends. It 
was told him by John Lothrop Motley: “ In 
1853, just before the Crimean war com- 
menced, the venerable Baron von Humboldt 
came to London on a very important confi- 
dential mission. He called upon Lord Pal-

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Paris Accumulator Railways. 

Parts, Oct. 19.—A great deal has been printed 
lately in the newspapers about the running of 
electric railways by accumulators and about the 
experiments which have been made in this 
direction. It may not be uninteresting therefore 
to give a short description of the great accumu- 
lator railway in Paris, which shows good 
economical and technical ‘results, The line men- 
tioned leads from Paris to St. Denis. The large 
deck cars hold fifty-two people. Within the city 
limits they move witha prescribed velocity of 
seven miles, while outside the city they make ten 
miles an hour. Each car covers daily eighty-six 
miles, being able to draw a second car at that 
rate. Each vehicle holds an accumulator bat- 
tery of 108 cells. which is pleced under the seats. 
The cost amounts to $1 a kilometer r car, 
while the cost with horses was $1.06. The costs 
per seat have been figured for the accumulator 
cars at 2.2 cents, for the horse cars at 3 cents.

Thus an Erfurt 
firm was given a short time ago a telegraphic or- 
der for a uniform and an overcoat for the Em- 
peror. Most court tailors have the measures of 
all European royal perponages, so that the uni- 
forms generally fit well. An alteration is rarely 
necessary. Foreign potentates who honor the 
Emperor with a military rank bri neces- 
sary uniforms with them. The uniform tailors 
of the Emperor also make his civilian clothes.

Unable to Keep Prices Down, However, 


for Any Length of Time=Comparisons 

with Last Year Win Be Normal Here- 
after=Firmness of Wheat and Cotton 
Encouraging to Balls=Despite Rumors 
There Were No Shipments of Gold Dur- 
ing the Week, 


Nuw Tonk, Nov. 3.—(Special,]—The week 
at the Stock Exchange was ch by 
rather more important doings than its imme- 
diate predecessor, yet speculation was far 
from active, For a time interest was con- 
centrated largely in the anthracite coalers, 
which, on exaggerated rumors about the con- 
dition of the trade, suffered a sharp break. 
As considerable amounts of these shares had 
been carried for a long time on margins and 
holders were unable to get at the bottom 
facts as to conditions they succumbed easily 
to fright when the bears put out their pessi- 
mistic stories and accompanied them by a 
vigorous raid on the shares. The downward 
movement culminated Tuesday, following 
which there was a decided rally. 

The bears next turned their attention to 
Northwestern and rattled that stock down 
nearly three points. As the directors will not 
meet to act on the dividend until December a 
splendid opportunity was afforded to those 
who are short of that stock to raise the ques- 
tion of a probable reduction of the rate. Dur 
ing the progress of the World’s Fair in 1893 
the Chicago and Northwestern, in common 
with other companies having direct lines to 
Chicago, enjoyed a great passenger boom. 
exactly how great may be inferred from the 
fact in the month of September this 
year the change m passenger receipts 
as coinpared with last year figured for 
$540,000 in a total decrease in earnings from 
all sources of $582,000. As already wade 
known, the Northwestern company has re- 
cently hud a larger west-bound traffic and it 
has also been pointed out that unless the re- 
turns for October and November are far less 
favorable than anticipated, the directors will 
in December declare the usual 8 per cent for 
the half year, Whatever is done, however, 
stockholders may rest assured it will be to

Comparison Normal Hereafter. 

While on this subject it may be well to call 
attention to the fact that the World’s Fair 
closed Nov. 1, 1893, and that from the begin- 
ning of the present month the companies will 
make comparisons with normal earnings.
